PRENDERGASTS RULING AS TO VA- 
GRANT VOTERS. 

Whether Judge Prendergast is aware of 
the fact or not, there can be no doubt that his 
decision allowing the names of vagrants to 
be carried on fhe poll-lists strikes the new 
Election law in a yital point and prepares the 
way hereafter for wholesale frauds. The 
consequence may not be very serious at the 
coming election, as the tramps and loafers 
have not had sufficient time to take advan- 
tage of Judge Prendergast’s remarkable rul- 
ing, as they will undoubtedly do next fall 
unless this unfortunate decision is corrected, 
Under this ruling vagrants may pass one 
night in a lodging-hougse of a precinct 

the remaining twenty-nine in the 
station-houses, under sidewalks, in dry-goods 
boxes, or any resort for tramps, and yet be 
credited on the poll-lists with having a 
permanent abode” in the first stopping 
place. It seems that as long as the vagrant 
keeps within the same precinct for thirty 
days before the election he can change his 
lodgings as often as he pleases and claim 
any one of them as his permanent resi- 
dence”! If this ruling is adhered to it will 
be practically impossible to keep track of the 
tramps roaming about a precinct or passing 
from one to another; and when the names of 
the vagrants are Once registered they will 
remain for four years, and can be voted upon 
at every election by repeating and false per- 
sonation. Judge Prendergast’s ruling affords 
the opportunity to crowd the poll-lists of 
certain precincts with spurious votes and de- 
feat the prime purpose of the new Election 
law. 

It seems to us that Judge Prendergast’s 
decision not only nuilifies the new act but 
does violence even to the strict : language of 
the law. What isa permanent abode” ? 
Webster defines the verb abide to mean: (1) 


Jo stay or continue in a place, to dwell; - 


(2) to remain stable or fixed in some state or 
condition.” Abode is defined as a place 
of continuance, a dwelling, a habitation,” 


legal theory a man can have a permanent 
abode” without being located in any particu- 
lar place it will be impossible to prevent 
thousands of wandering vagabonds from vot- 


} pind . 
changing their lodgings from day to day, 
and the stuffed lists would fur- 
nish an abundant supply ot names for re- 
peaters, etc, It is no use hoping for election 
reform under the new law if the plain mean- 
ing of the act is to be construed away by 
judicial rulings. . 

It would seem that Judge Prendergast 
must have passed on this matter hastily and 
without considering the full consequences of 
the decision. An effort should be made to 


sidered in the light of the results which ean- 
not be avoided if the present ruling is to 
stand, It can hardly be that Judge Prender- 
gast intended to announce a decision which 
would in effect nullify the most important 
provisions of the new Election law and prove 
a cloak for systematic frauds. 


Jar GOULD’S REFUSAL TO MEET 
POWDERLY. 

Mr. Powderly’s visit to New York for the 
purpose of meeting Jay Gould has proved an 
abortive one, as the latter, upon the advice of 
the directors of the Missouri Pacific Road, was 
not at home” to the Grand Master Work- 
man when he called, though he had been notl- 
fied previously by a letter from Mr. Powderly 
that he might expect a visit. Jay Gould, it 
is evident, refused to meet him upon the 
same ground which Mr. Hoxie offered when 
the proposition was made to him—namely: 
that it was useless to meet for arbitration 
when there was nothing specified to arbitrate. 
The Missouri Pacific Company has not dis- 
charged men, nor cut down wages, nor 
lengthened hours, nor have any of its strik- 
ing employés preferred any list of grievances 
or made any demands for more pay or fewer 
hours. Neither in the reply of the Knights 
to Govs. Marmaduke and Martin, to Mr. 
Hoxie himself, in the pronunclamento of 
Irons, nor in the secret circular of Powderly 
has any grievance been presented which 
could form the basis of arbitration. Hence 
Mr. Hoxie declined to meet them, and Gould, 
following his advice and example and acting 
upon his report, has declined to meet Pow- 
derly. The followmg dispatch also throws 
more light on Gould’s refusal :

From this it appears that even had there 
been anything to arbitrate, Powderly’s au- 
thority to do go would not have been recog- 
nized by Irons and Assembly No. 101. If 
Gould had met Powderly, who had nothing 
to submit, and whose authority to do any- 
thing is denied by his own subordinates, 
what good would it have done? That is the 
weak point of the Knights’ ” position. In 
not one of their public statements have they 
formulated any -grieyance or set forth any 
tangible claim. Had they done so the merits 
of their case would have been apparent to 
the public, and if their cause had deen a just 


them to such an extent that Jay Gould 
would not have dared to refuse them a hear- 
ing.

BOYCOTTING PATTI. 

The epidemic of strikes which is just now 
sweeping over this country and Europe has 
manifested itself in a somewhat remarkable 
manner in Spain and made the prima donna 
Adelina Patti its victim. It is needless to 
say that Patti is a skilled artist. Aided by 
fashion, she has had a monopoly and has 
been enabled to fix a schedule of compensa- 
tion limited only by her own caprice. Com- 
mencing witha price for her services that 
warranted managers in assessing a tariff of 
$1.50 for a seat, she has gradually increased it 
until now managers are obliged to charge $7 
per seat in order to make any profit on 
their operatic ventures. For a year or two 
past the public has grumbled at this over- 
taxation because the services which she of- 
fered were clearly not worth the money; but 
as fashion consented to pay the price she 
consented to charge it, though the burden of 
her investment was so large that managers 
were compelled te cheapen the remainder of 
their goods in order to come out on the right 
side of the ledger. In a word, Patti has had 
all the cream in the jug. She was in de 
mand and she took advantage of it. What- 
ever the attractiveness of the opera or the 
size of the house, her schedule never 
changed, and it was always cash down be- 
fore the performance commenced. The re- 
sult was her wages were assured and the 
rest of the troupe sometimes got their small 
compensation and sometimes didn’t. 

The first protest against her exorbitant 
charges has come from Spain. The Spanish 
operagoers have not only struck but they 
are preparing to boycott, and as the boycot- 
ters belong to the nobility and aristocracy in 
the Hidalgo ‘‘sassiety their action is likely 
to have some effect. At Barcelona, it is 
said, a few persons went to the opera the 
opening night, expressed their opinion of her 
monstrous charges by hissing her, and then 
refused to atteml any of her subsequent per- 
formances, Fiom Barcelona her route lay 
to Madrid. She has not yet appeared in the 
Spanish Capital, and probably will not, as 
arrangements have been made to boycott her. 
The Duchesses of Mendinaceli and of Fer- 
nan-Nunez, who are the leaders and give 
tone, as it is called, to high society, have 
caused it to be published that they shall 
withhold ‘their patronage from her. This 
cue from such high quarters will be fol- 
lowed all through society. Of course, out- 
side of this coterie no one can afford to pay 
the excessive tariff, so if she sings in Madrid 
she will sing to empty benches. Prior to 
her departure for Spain Mme, Patti met with 
a somewhat similar experience in Paris, and 
in order to make an appearance at all she 
consented to sing at a second-class theatre at 
reduced prices. 


The boycotting of high-priced stars of the 
Patti type having commenuced in such aristo- 
cratic circles, the system will be likely to 
spread, and it will not take long to reduce 
the prima-donna tariff to reasonable prices. 
Of course, if the public is foolish enough to 
pay $7 for seats the prima donna is not to be 
blamed for charging the manager $3,000 for 
a single performance. But waiving the ques- 
tion of folly, from which the public now 
seems likely to recover, the charge is mon- 
strously exorbitant and the amount is out of 
all keeping with thé actual services rendered. 
In Mme. Patti’s case, for instance, it is well 
known that she sings a very limited reper- 
tory, not over eight or ten operas at farthest, 
and sometimes but three or four in a season, 
and these operas she has been singing for 
several years. In some of them she is 
not on the stage over an hour all told, 
and has but three or four arias 
to sing of any consequence. She is 
not required to study or to attend 
réhearsal. The utmost that she does is to 
drive to the theatre, sing afew songs she 
has sung hundreds and hundreds of times, 
take her $3,000, and drive back to her hotel, 
as few times or as many times as she pleases 
during the season. Making all allowance for 
her exceptional vocalism, the goods are not 
worth the money. It is a hopeful sign that 
people in high society have begun to pro- 
test. Those in low society have always done 
so, but were powerless to change the situa- 
tion. A reduction of these high prices will 
be an advantage all round—to the managers 
because it will enable them to devote more 
attention to the ensemble, to break up the 
star system, and strengthen perform- 
ances, and to the public because people in 
humble circumstances, who are now barred 
out by the consent of fashion to pay such 
prices, will be enabled to go to the opera oc- 


‘ casionally. 


THE POWDERLY-IRONS CONFLICT. 

The full text of Master-Workman Powder- 
ly’s secret circular to the Knights of Labor 
shows that he condemns the Southwestern 
switchmen’s strike as ill-advised, if not whol- 
ly unjustifiable, He says nothing about any 
grievances of the strikers, and his letter 
leaves the cause of the revolt on the Gould 
lines as inscrutable as ever. He declares 
that violent and indiseriminate strikes and 
**boyeotts are bringing discredit on the 
“Knights of Labor, and that the order will 
“be ruined if something is not done to ar- 
nest the present rage for destructive poli- 
“eles,” He condemns local assemblies for 
beginning strikes in violation of the rules of 


to, 


Politic ans must be hushed up or driven out. 
Ober to the laws of knighthood must 
have over those of any Other order. 


All this can be construed only as a con- 
demnation of the reckless, lawless, and 
causeless strike in the Southwest. But in 
personal interviews since his circular was 
written Mr. Powderly is more explicit, and 
denounces the threat of Irons, the leader of 
the strike at St. Louis, that every Knight 
in the country will be called out,” as false 
and unauthorized. Secretary Turner also 
says Irons’ talk is all bosh,” and assem- 
bly officials must exercise great care to pre- 
vent ‘incendiary acts by hot-headed follow- 
ers.” Dispatches from St. Louis state that 
Irons resents this criticism and says Pow- 
derly has no power here, and the general 
committee can’t settle this trouble unless we 
request it.” Irons appears to be a fanatical 
agitator and secessionist, who, after foment- 
ing a causeless strike, is disposed to keep it 
up ia violation of the rules of the 
order, and even against the protests of the 
National Committee. It seems, however, 
that many Knights indorse. Irons and are 
already talking of a move to give him Pow- 
derly’s place at the head of the order. The 
indications are that an internal struggle is 
being started in the Knights’ organization, 
and the question must soon be settled wheth- 
er the Knights will follow the conservative 
views of Powderly or adopt the violent and 
coercive measures advocated by Irons. The 
issue is pretty fairly stated in the following 
paragraph from Mr, Powderly’s secret letter: 

While I write a diepateh is handed me in 
which I read these words: “They discharged 
our brother | Hall of Texas], and we struck, for 
you know our motto is, An injury to one is 
the concera of anl.“ Yes, an injury to one 
is the concere of alt,“ but it is not wise to in- 
jure all for the sake ot one, It would have 
been far better to continue at work and prop- 
erly investigate the matter, bringing it before 
every known tribunal, than to have struck.

Irons, however, who has led a strike 
which has no other apparent cause than the 
discharge of one man from a machine-shop 
in Texas, on a bankrupt road in the hands 
of the United States Court, holds that, in 
order to secure this person’s reinstate- 
ment, the strike should be extended so as to 
„Stop every railroad in the country and 
“eall out every Knight in the United 
States.” He holds that in attempting to 
remedy a petty grievance of one Knight” 
down in Texas the entire carrier system of 
the United States should be bronght toa 
standstill and every tradg in which the 
“Knights” are engaged stricken with 
paralysis and millions of men thrown out of 
work and wages. He would have the em- 
ployer treat not with his employés, nor with 
the trades-union immediately affected, but 
with the organized labor interests of the 
United States, so that any dissatisfied work- 
man could secure his demands under threats 
of blockading the commerce of the Nation 
and bringing commercial disaster on 60,000,- 
000 people. irons is preaching this lunacy 
with all his might. 

But while Powderly repudiates the furious 
policies advocated by many of the Knights 
he does not in any manner allude to the gen- 
eral public as a party in interest in the case 
of a controversy between a railroad and its 
employés. This, it seems, is a view which 
has not yet arrested the attention of either 
faction of the Knights. It is, however, a 
very important one, and cannot be ignored 
much longer. In every city men are re- 
quired to follow certain pursuits under such 
regulations as the general good requires; and 
it is beyond comprehension why the law per- 
mits railroad employés to derange and mob 
transportation lines and damage the whole 
community as a means of settling unspecified 
grievances. Railroad business is of a public 
character and carried on in pursuance of a 
State charter; and whenever it is proposed to 
biockade these public highways the strike is 
one against the people rather than the rail- 
road companies. It is time for the 
„Knights“ and everybody else to learn that 
in these controversies the people have rights 
which must be respected. The doctrines ad- 
vocated by Irons, if carried out, amount to a 
conspiracy against the public welfare. 


A MANUFACTURING company in St. Louis, 
N. O. Nelson & Co., has undertaken an im- 
portant step in the interest of its employés. 
It proposes. to them to open a codperative 
store, to be run exclusively by the workers, 
or parties appointed by them, the firm offer- 
ing to furnish a suitable place in the estab- 
lishment free of charge for one year. It 
also offers that, if desired, the buyer of the 
firm shall do the buying for the codperative 
store, but only in case the cash be furnished, 
the business to be done strictly on a cash 
basis throughout. It is suggested that the 
formation of an association on this plan 
would be equivalent to adding three or four 
dollars per week to the wages of the em- 
ployés. 

Here is an example that may be followed 
with advantage to all concerned. Large 
firms that may make such an effort to im- 
prove the condition of their workers might 
reasonably count upon an intelligent appre- 
ciation of the fact and even an increased 
efficiency of service in the case of all but the 
ungrateful few who are incapable of a kind- 
ly feeling towards those who lend them a 
helping hand. But the greatest benefit would 
inure to the workers themselves. The firm 
in question states that the profits of retailers 
range from 15 to50 per cent. Of course this 
does not mean actual profit, but the differ- 
ence between wholesale and retail prices, 
out of which the dealer must pay 
the expenses of conducting his bust 
ness. A large part of that difference 
might be saved just as well as not” by an 
association which is allowed to operate rent 
free, and could detail competent members to 
take turns in performing the distribution of 
the goods or hire a suitable person to do 
it. Probably the statement of differences 
above noted is somewhat too large to apply 
to Chieago, as competition among traders in 
this city leads them to shave down on profits 
pretty closely where they can obtain cash 
customers, But even here a saving of fully 
one dollar in every five or six might be made 
by purchasing the family supplies on the co- 
operative plan. It would beat least this if

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DYING LIKE A DOG. 


HOW THE OLD EXPRESSION HAS LOST 
: ITS MEANING IN ENGLAND. 


Condemned Canines Treated with Far More 

: Consideration than Condemned Crim- 
fhals—A Pilea for an Ea Death—The 
English System of Alleged Justice— 
Dilke’s Reception—Free Registers for 
Unemployed Workmen—The Sunday- 
School Kissing Racket. 

London. March 12.— Special Correspond- 
ence. }|—Jobn Bull is a great lover of dogs. He 
is never depicted without one of the bull spe- 
cies at bis heels. Take the average English- 
man, or the majority of him., and there is much 
more affection for the canine creature than for 
the buman being. A man may burn a child 
almost to a crisp, mutilate it horribly for life, 
kick a woman pearly to death—all oi this bas 
happened within the last week—and get off 
with ten shillings fine or a month's imprison- 
ment. But let bim be cruel to a dog and he 
wakes the magistrate up. Then you bear 
about beartless inbumanity to a poor | 
dumb brute, till all is hot. Ifa man is to be 
put to death it is with a carelesness which is 
simply horrible. At the last execution the 
victim, baving alow drop, siowly choked to 
death and was actually several minutes dying. 
At the one before, baving a drop of six feet, 
his head was jerked off. It is true that a few 
newspapers mildiy and briefly complained of 
this. But dow differently is dog-killing con- 
ducted! The animals are treated with great 
kindness tilithe moment of the “happy dis- 
patch,” when they are all put into a chamber 
filled with an air or a vapor made of carbonic 
oxide passed over chloroform and bisulphide 
of carbon. In this they simply become sicepy 
and, lying down, pass away guietly into 
the unknown. How many & poor wretch 
‘whose bead is to be jerked off his shoul- 
ders, or who is to be strangled, and in the most 
favorable case must undergo an agonizing 
death with all the aggrayvations of its being 
done before a crowd of spectators, would like 
as his end drew near to “die like a dog.” 
Truly if humanity and Christianity can find no 
better way to execute men than to hang them, 
to die like a dog may vet lose the pevuliar 
meaning which bas been given to it. But the 
time will yet come when the chemist will 
take the piace of Jack Ketch. Now 
that dogs have an easy death let man 
have his turn. The ancients now and then had 
an idea of humanity in this respect. They 
sent Socrates to the Siysian Fields with hem- 
lock; nowadays the good would have scragged 
uim with a rope. The least one can do fora 
poor devil condemned to die is 
to either give him as easy a departure as 
science can contrive or else let bim have his 
choice as to bis manner of death, provided 
always be shall not choose, like Chicot, to die of 
old age. 

A REFORM OF JUSTICE DEMANDED. 

There is also great need of a reform in jus- 
tice in Engiand. I have just read in the St. 
James’ Gazette an accountof a man who, bav- 
ing been fur some time in prison where be suf- 

greatly, has been found innocent. One 
would say that according to sense aud human- 
ny this poor devil shouid be delivered forth- 
with. Notat all. There must be the regular 
delay and process of applying to the 
of the Home Officefora pardon, not that he 
has committed any crime, but for the offense 
of having been committed—that is to say, he 
is to be pardoned for not having done wrong. 
This brings us logically to the unscriptural 
conclusion that it is better that ten innocent 
men should be punished than that one 
guilty man should escape. There 
is no recompense for this man either, and no 
action for false imprison topen. How can 
there be, since by law he is by the very pardon 
iteelf held to be an outiaw? It is safe to say, 
however, that in this country a majority of the 
penaities inflicted by magistrates are in undue 
leniency. Sbort of actual murder, there is 
hardly any crime involving mere cruelty or 
brutality for which there is sny punishment 
which an ordinary ruffian would not undergo 
fora gallon or two of beer. This strange 
indifference to inhumanity to women 
and children % made up by i great 
severity to * immorality” when manifested by 
the young or poor, which is again balanced by 
excessive toleration of the same thing in its 
worst forms among the rich—e. .: Sir Charles 
Duke, of whom all Lonnon is now saying 
„He'll be all right before long—it will soon 
blow over—he will cheek it out.“ It was a 
strange scene, that in Parliament a few nights 
ago, when the gay deceiver took bis place 
again among the great, and wise, and good 
who legislate for the most moral country in the 
world. Mr. Chamberlain and several others 
rushed up and shook him by the band, and re- 
ceived bim with effusion, while three benches 
back sat the divorced Lusband, grim, silent, 
and alone. The whole Duke story is a melan- 
choly comment on the degree to which men 
ean be blinded by mere partisan feeling. There 
are seemingly few or no Liberals who are not 
inclined to pardon Dilke and set him up again, 
while there are no Oonservatives who do not 
condemn bim. If the offender bad belonged 
to the other party all this would have been re- 
_ ‘versed. 
HELPING THE UNEMPLOYED. 

There is much discussion at present of the 
scbeme proposed by Mr. N. L. Cohen to estab- 
lish free registers for unemployed workmen. 
What ie needed is the estavlishment in every 
town ot a large ball where men and women 
wauting any kind of employment could sit, ali 
day if they chose, and be interviewed by those 
who want labor. I knew a lady who once 
ad vertised for a girl, giving ber address, and 
who within three days had several hundred 
applicants. They swarmed all over the house, 
from the front door, in the hall, dra 
and dining-room, trom morning to nignt. It is 
not ver}. pleasant to go to the ordinary agen- 
cies. But above all, the system proposed would 
bave great advantages for the immense num- 
ber of people, especially giris who are not 
special'y well quaiified for anything, but ot 
whom something could be made if they were 
only to meet with persons who would take an 
interest in them. One often needs a workman 
for an odd job, or some peculiar employ ment, 
and cannot fod him. Go to a manufacturer 
orabopman for one of his employés and you 
must pay two prices for the man. 

Here in London if a man of any particular 
trade is out of work he frequents some very 
low tavern known as a house of call,” de- 
voted to his peculiar calling. Thus a plasterer 
is to be found at the Plasterers’ House of Call, 
and so oa. It is needless to say this system 
might be improved on. What are mary liter 
ary and artistic clubs in reality but such 
places? A has a job of work which be doesn’t 
want. He gives it to C, or perhaps gets him to 
aid init. The editor there finds assistants, the 
publisher many who give him valuable sug- 
gestions.

ceived from my friend at Athens a letter which 
relates to fresh discoveries in the Acropolis. 
My correspondent writes: . 
Jam anxious to give you detailed informa- 
tion of fresh discoveries at the Acropolis, 60 
inexbaustible in artistic treasures. Between 
the Erechtheum and the spot where the bronze 
statue of Athena stood, there was a donsidel- 
able extent of ground full of ruined stone and 
marble. People never knew exactly what 
monument occupied this site. Four years. ago 
the French School of Arobwology at Athens 
undertook excavations, but after discovering a 
reguiariy built marble wall they went no 
further. The Archwologica! Society recently 
resolved on continumg the work, rather 
with a view of making a clearances than 
in the expectation of artistic discoveries, for 
this spot had always deen looked upon as 
barren and unworthy of attention. a is prej- 
udice bas now been dispelied. Last week a 
whole collection of statues of the pre-Phitian 
school was discovered, and in three hours a 
complete series of valuable monuments of 
antique art was broughttolight. Subesequent 
excavations bave produced other treasures, 
and there is reason to hope that with the com- 
plete clearance of the rock there will be further 
finds. 

“Let me briefly desoribe the treasures al 
ready deposited in the Acropolis Museum, 
where they are attracting a throng ot visitors. 
The three hours’ work brought to laut the 
following objects: | 

1. Six statues of Parian marble, with heads, 
but without feet. The eye of one of these 
colossal statues is of giass, which settles 
much disputed point of 
sculpture. The statues are all 
pre-Phidian school and remind one of the 
archaic statue of Artemis in the Naples Mu- 
seum, which was hbitnerto unique. 
are covered with a tunic extending to the feet, 
over which tunic is the trad tional cloak. 


more attention and accuracy, and 
stiff as usual. On the bead is a marbie crown 
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amid which are also painted small crosses 
other orpaments resembling those of 
vases. The colors have mostly preserved 
primitive justre. The statues, in all of 

the lower extremities are wanting, are 

four feet high, and with the. feet they 
bave been seven feet high. bands 
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of ‘Hera found at Samos and exhibited at the 
Paris Louvre. This is not quite three feet 
bigh, and has much resemblance to the Artemis 
discovered two years ago at Delos. f 

“5. Two fragments of the legs of two stat- 
ues without torsos.

“6. A large number of fragments of sen 
ure and architecture, as aleo of very graceful 
archaic pillars, and six archaic inscripons 
engraved on marble. In one of these 
aons can de decipbered the name Evenor, 
on another the name Antenor. The latter 
occurs on a pedestal, and bas, therefore, 
peculiar historical value. It is known that the 
statues raised by the Atheniaus to the two 
tyrannicdes, Harmodius and Aristogiton, were 
executed by the sculpior Antenor, that they 
were taken away by Xerxes to | 
were restored tothe Athenians by Alexander 
of Macedon or by Antiochus. The pedestal 
discovered records that Antenor made the 
statue placed on it. There is reason to think 
that the statues may yet be found buried in 
this spot, and this will soon be 7 
In any case the inscription is interesting, as 
also are the others, which relate to facts 
eminentiy bistorical. | 

** Who deposited these fragments here, and 
for what reason, is a question to be cleared up 
on the completion of the excavation. Certain 
it is that they constitute of themselves a mu- 
seum of pre-Phidian art quite unique.

CARDINAL M’CLOSKEY’S HAT, 


Hung Over the Altar in the New York Ro- 
man Catholic Cathedral.

A CONTRAST BETWEEN THE TWO 
BRIGHTEST CITIES IN EUROPE. 


The Former Preferable to Live In—Hand- 
some Men—The Opera — Something 
About Royalty—Politeness of the Vien- 
nese—Sarah Bernhardt as Ophelia at 
the Porte St. Martin Theatre. 

Paris, March-6.—[Special Correspondence. | 
—If my patriotism sbould ever move me to 
serve my country dipiomatically I think I 
should select Vienna as the feild of my labors. 
It is ao bright and so gay, bat neither op- 
—pressively gay nor oppressively bright, like 
Paris. The streets are broad and the shops 
beautiful, the pubhe buildings are fine and 


| expensive, and not specially distinguished for 


architectural excellence, wherein they remind 
me of my dear native land. Indeed, I think 
one reason J lice Vienna is because it strikes 
me as acombination of the best parts of Wash- 
ington, New York, and Chicago. The people 
look more like the Americans than those of 
any other European nation, presumably be- 
cause of the mixture of races—Siav, Teutonic, 
ana Latin. The people on the streets strike 
one as handsome. and at the opera you are 
enraptured at the beauty, high breedmg, and 
Magnificent apparel of the women (and men, 
too, for the Austrian and Hungarian officers 
are famed for beimg the handsomest men in 
the world—and every second man on the 
streets and in the theatres wears a uniform). 

One can truthfully assert that only in Vienna 
is opera what it ought to be. All the singers 
are good, from the prima donna to the chorus 
of 200 or more voices. I saw a new opera 
there by Nessler. 

Of the opera, which is rather light, I did not 
think much, but the stage-sctting was a con- 
tinual delight. The time and place were the 
sixteenth or seventeenth century in Flanders. 
and alli those on the stage looked as if they 
had stepped out of a Vandyke or Rubens pict- 
ure. The ballet was the celebration of the 
vintage and there was a splendid march, and, 
can you imagine it! all the coryphees were 
young and handsome and all danced beauti- 
fully. It was with the greatest difficulty I re- 
strained myself from applaud tng frantically, 
and only did so because it would bave made 
me conspicuous, the auflience taking it quite 
as a matter of course. In fact, in the seven 
times we were at the opera only once was 
there any enthusiasm, and then for a good res- 
son indeed. The opera was Martha,“ and 
Lionel was sung by a tenor of whom 
none of us ever heard. His name was Sdtze, a 
large, young, handsome blonde man, with a 
magnificent tenor voice beautifully cultivated. 
He sang high C with as much ease as an ordi- 
nary choir tenor would take low C. His 
piano passages and diminuendos were equal to 
Campaninf's. I wonder why the German opera 
people in New York haven’t discovered, and 
‘brought him over. f 

We saw the Emperor repeatedly—a delicate, 
barassed, middle-aged man, with apparently 
not much will. The Empress was yachting in 
the Aigean Sea, they said. She is extremely 
unpopular. I was not much impressed with 
the loyalty of the people as exhibited when the 
royal party moved through the streets. The 
Crown Prince’s only child is a little girl of 3 
years, and it was comical to see the dignity 
with which she acknowledged the bows of the 
people. It reminded me of the little Spanish 
Infantas, who, they say, are taught to ex- 
tena their little hands to kissed 
at the age of 6 months. The Aus- 
trian money is much depreciated—about 20 
per cent—and the people groan under the bur- 
den of an enormous army and 1 royal 
family with endless ramifications. Em- 
perors salary, or civil list as it is called, is 
9,000,000 guidens. Our vaiet was well informed 
as to Mr. Cleveland's salary, and darkly hinted 
that the Austro-Hungary Republic might not 
be so far off.

This was the only thing which jarred on me in 
Vienna, as a strong perfume inevitably sug- 
gests the thought that it is used fora possibly 
unpleasaut purpose.

SARAH BERNHARDT AS OPHELIA. 

I bave been back in Paris some time, and 
Iwent Friday nigbt to the Porte St. Martin 
Theatre to see Sarah Bernhardt play Ophelia. 
and, like somebody who went somewhere to 
mock and staid to pray, I went to be amused and 
found myself intensely interested. The play 
‘was almost a literal transiation of the original, 
with few alterations or eliminations, and the 
young actor, Sarnier, who played Hamlet was 
very intelligent, and had evidently studied 
Irving and made, to my mind, a more interest- 
ing acting part than bis model. He wore a 
long, waving auburn wig, and a cloak fastened 
to one shoulder which he occasionally allowed 
to trail on the ground behind him. The play 
commenced with the scene between Ophelia 
and ber father where old Polonius asks of 
Hamlet's intentions. In the act in which is 
the mimic play, where the King runs off in ter- 
ror, Hamiet did not make the speech commenc- 
ing Now let the strucken deer,“ but laughed 
wildly instead. The innovation was grateful to 
me. Instead of real skulisin the grave-digging 
scene they bad thick mortar ones that d iduꝰt give 
out that hidous, brittle click against the shovel 
which one always shudders to bear at home, 
and which certainly is an unpleasant and un- 
necessary realism. 

The Ghost was not well conceived or man- 
aged. Polonius was the best I ever saw—gar-

AN ITALIAN MILLIONAIRE, 


Queer Ways by Which a Princely Fortune 
Was Made. 

Rome Correspondence Philadelphia Tele- 
graph: Last evening, about 6 o'clock, died 
Prince Alexander Torlonia, at the advanced 
age of 86. He is said to have been the richest 
man in Italy. His wealth was really great, even 
when compared with the great fortunes 
of other countries; and he expended a large 
portion of wit in wurks ot charity. The 
greatest enterprise with which his name is 
connected is the draining of Lake Fucino, 
which he carried through successfully, and 
which has been an immense boon to the agri- 
cultural population of that district. The list 
of his titles comprises principalities, duke- 
doms, and marquisates galore. But the orig- 
fnalsource of all his greatness was a peddler's 
pack, administered, it must be said, by a 
very clever peddier’s brains. Prince 
Torionia’s father made a colossal fort- 
une in the time of the great Napoleonic 
wars. In those days the carrying of contra- 
band goods between one country and another 
was a service of a serious peril, and of propor- 
tomate gain if successful. The original Tor- 
lonia was bold, prudent, and keen-sighted, and 
be succeeded. The deceased Prince Alexander 
made large sums of money by farming the to- 
bacco monopoly under the Papal Government. 
He was also a banker of wide and infivential 
connections. The bails in Casa Torlonia were a 
great institution in Rome some half century 
ago. All foreigners who had any transactions 
with the bank were invited. (To be sure, 
the number of fore gu visitors was much 


celebrity.) But every one was not quite pre- 
pared for that partioular form of the amari 
aliquid which followed those festive entertain- 
mepts. It consisted in the visit, next morning, 
ot a flunky in the Torionia livery who grace- 
fully demanded a tip from every visitor 
who had enjoyed the princely hospitality! The 
thing was quite openly done, and was arecog- 
nized institution.
